As Dr. James cut the ribbon 
which stretched over the Lounge 
entrance, the audience of about a 
hundred and fifty. streamed in to 
examine and purchase the mer- 
chandise, This yéar’s selection is 
especially .interesting-and inform- 


‘lative, and is much larger than 


those held previously. There are 
several new countries represented 
including Israel, Ghana, and Mex- 
co, 

Stan Messer; “McGill Chairman 
of WUS, explained that. “the popu- 
larity of Treasure Van has increas- 
ed tremendously in the past few 
years. Four-years ago,” he conti- 
nued, “we made a profit of only 
four hundred dollars, but two years 
later it had increased to eight hun- 
dred. In 1960, our profit jumped 
to three thousand dollars and we 
hope for an increase of two thou- 
sand for 1961,” 

On display now is the largest 
and most widely selected Treasure 
Van ever to appear on campus, The 
decision to increase McGill’s ex- 
hibit was based on the great rise 
of interest which was apparent at 
last- year’s sale. 

INCREASED STOCK 

Chairman of Treasure Van, Dave 
Miller, pointed out several of the 
most demanded objects, and show- 
ed the increase in stock. “For ins- 
tance,” he said, “last year drums 
were very much in demand.
